low mark for the season. 
"The opinion of a 
majority 
of 
| shippers and dealers who are distrio- 
utln# the/crop seems to be tna.t there 
will be large .quantities of potatoes 
that will never be marketed. 
The 
country as a whole has an extrem'ely 
heavy crop-and the demand is "below 
normal. 
Wisconsin Jias a. crop ap- 
proximately 4,000. cars larger than 
last year's,, yet shipments for this 
year have only been about 
two- 
thirds as heavy .as the shipments to- 
this date last year.. 
"With large quantities going int;i 
storage it seems certain that sprint 
shipments will be heavy ana thus the 
market will be well supplied 
and 
prices necessarily low i£ all the crop 
is to be sold. In ordinary years about 
two-thirds .oC the' crop 
has 
been 
moved by'Jan. 1, w.hile shipments' 
this year arnbunt to only about one- 
third of the crop. 
"Some of the other potato growing 
slates are in the same position us 
Wisconsin and while'it is impossible 
to predict just what will happen, the 
preueral. consensus of opinion is that 
the price of potatoes this spring will 
not be imich; cheaper than the aver-:
